~ At Taiko. 

Yesterday there was launched 
from the Taikoo Dockyard, the steel 
screw steamer “Kwangchow,” a 
finely modelled vessel of the fob 
lowing dimonalonas—length + 391 
feet, beam 42 feet, depth moulded 
23 feet and having a gross tonngae 
of about 2,500 tons. The vesael is 
built to the order of the China 
Navigation Co, Lid, for their 
Bangkok trade, and has two decks, 
a Jong comhined poop and bridge 
deck and top gallant {orecastle, 
Accommodation is provided on 
bridge deck amidships for the off 
cers, engineers and first class for 
eign passengers. Chinese first 
class accommodation is situated at 
the after end of the upper deck. 
The ‘tween decks have also been 
made suitable for carrying pas- 
sengers. 

The cargo gear consists of eight 
steam winches and derricks cap- 
able of dealing with weights up to 
30 tons. The steam steering gear 
is’ of the “Wilson Pirrie” type fitt- 
ed in house aft.and controlled 
from amidships by telemotor gear. 
The cellular double bottom is eon- 
structed for the carriage of oi] 
fuel and the fore and after peaks 
can be ased as trimming tanks. 
The propelling machinery consists 
of a set of “Brown-Curtis” type 
of turbines, comprising of HP. 


_[and LP. turbines combined with 


astern turbines, driving a single 
propeller through double reduc- 
tion gear, capable of maintaining 
& total combined shaft horse 
power of 1,600 on ordinary sea ser- 
vice, with the ‘turbines running at 
3.500 revolutions per minute and 
propeller at 192 revolutions per 
minute. This machinery is sup- 
plied with superheated steam from 
one large multitubular marine 
boiler at a workisg pressure of 
2001s. per square. inch.” The 
boiler is fitted so that either coal 
or fuel oil can be used for generat- 
ing steam under forced draught on 
the “Howden™ system. There is 
also a large donkey boiler, and the 
vessel is fitted with all the latest 
auxiliary machinery, and is light- 
ed by electricity throughout. 

Messrs. Scotts’ Shipbuilding and 
Engineering Co... Ltd, of 
Greenock, are the builders of the 
turbines and gearing while the 
boiler and all appurtenances have 
been made by the builders of the 
vessel. The naming ceremony 
was performed by Miss Edkins, 
who, on arrivak was presented with 
a handsome bouquet of Rowers, by 
Kittle Miss Molly Reid. 

The launch passed off very auc. 
cessfully and after the ship had 
taken the water the company pre- 
sent adjourned to the Dock Offices, 
Here Mr. C.C. Scott, a London 
Director of the Company and Part- 
ner of Messrs. Butterfield and 
Swire, after being welcomed back 
to the Colony by Mr. Edkins, ask- 
ed those present to join him in 
drinking long life and prosperity 
to the good ship “RKwangechow,” 
arg complimented Miss Edkins 
on the successful and graceful 
manner in which she had perform- 
ed the launching ceremony. He 
then made a short speech congra- 
tulating the staff on the good work 
done in the Taikoo Dockyard in 


“}which he referred to the recognis- 


ed importance of shipping to 
Hongkong. and to the increasing 
importance of shipbuilding in 
Hongkong. Mr. Scott also re- 
ferred to the high: quality of ocean 
going ships turned out by the ship- 
ef the Colony and

sciences to medicine never r2ach- 
ed China, and even #0 funda- 
rental a physiological fact asthe 
circulstion of the blood does not 
seem to have been even guessed 
at by the old Chinese 
practitioners.” "The lack of 
facilities fordixsection necessarily 
resulted in the most erroneous 
ideas becoming current as to 
what took place within the human 
body, whilst the » bsence of any 
system of medical education, or 
of restvictive regulations regard- 
iug thea practice of medicine, 
made the widespread exploitation 
of the profession not only possinle, 
but inevitable. . Anyone who 
wished to do so could hang up his 
sign and call himself a doctor, 
and no authority could prevent 
the mostreckless adventurer from 
preying upon the credulity of the 
public, 

It was amidst conditions such 
as these tha: the first practitioners 
of Western medicine commenced 
their work amongst the Coinese, 
led by Thomas Richardson 
© Hedge, 2 surgeon attached to 
the East India Company. and 
Peter Parker, the first arpointed’ 
medical missionary to Cl ina. 

It was in 1834 that Peter 
Parker first landed in Can:on,and 
withio three years of that time 
we find him star ing to train his 
first class of medical assistants, 
one of whom, Dr Kwan-tao, after- 
wards obtained & reputation as 
urgeot and oculist which 
threatened to rival that of his 
teacher himself. From that time 
onward similar classes “were 
organized wherever mission 
hoapitals were established, whilst 
one of the first medical mission- 
aries sent out from Enzland 
Benjamin Hobson. 
set himself to the difficolt task of 
translating some of the leadiog 
medical tex:-busks into Chinese. 

Work of this nature continued 
for the next fifty years, but it was 
not until 1831 that the first 
attempt was made to organiza ge 
proper medica! school for the 
Chinese. This was due to the 
joint efforts of Dr. -Kenneth 
Mackenzie and Li Hung Chanz. 
the great Confucian official and 
viceroy, It waa naturally a 
somewhat rudimentary effort, but 
it luid the foundations for the ré- 
inarksbie advance which medical: 
education has made in China 
during ths last decade. 

Prior to tha Boxer rebellion 
modest efforts in this direction 
had already been commenced in 
one or two centres, notably by 
rDr. Mary Felton, who was 
already beginning to build opa 
medical school for women in 
Canton and at Shanghai. It was 
the Union Medical College at 
Peking established through the 


4saccessful labours of Dr. Tnomas 


Cochrane, and with the patronage. 
and ‘financial suppor: of. the 
Dowager Empress and many ot 
ithe leading Chiness officials, 
which was the first missionary 
medical college to be set up in 


China 

with a fairly . . adequate 
sta andsvéquipment. © This 
college secured. from: the-outset 
the recognition of the Chinese 
Government. and was fortunate 


. fin obtaining the sarciees of auch 


men as Wenham and Gibb of Sx. 
Bartholomew's, Stenhoure of the 
London Hospital, and Hall of the 
United States—men to whom 
China owea an immense debt of 
gratitcd >, 

With Peking's successful ex- 
ample of a stimulus, other mis 
sionary. medical colleges’ were 
tapidly developed in other parts 
of China—in Shanghai and Han- 
kow, in Mukden and Tsinan, in 
Hanechow and Nanking, io 
Chengty, in Fooehow and Canton, 
&e., and two medical schools for 
women were also’ established in 
Peking and Soochow. 
colleges set out to offer a full 
course of medical training, bat it 
waa found imposgibl: to face the 
tremendous drain upgn Church 
resources which the maintenance 
of 80 many schodls would entail, 
and the institutions were thera 
fore faced with two alternatives, 
either to reduce their number, ar 
frankly to content themselves 
with a type of medical education 
that was admittedly mach below 
moden standards. 

In the course of a few years, 
however, a completely new 
situation began to.devalo>. In 
the first place, there came into 
existence.a body of Chinese 
medical men who had received 
their medical training on modarn 
lines, mostly in Eurape and 
America, aod who sudseqaantly 
formed tuemselves intoa National 
Medical Association of China. 
The teaders of this group, headed 
bv Dr. Wu Lien-teh, lost no time 
in petitioning the Govarnment for 
the establishment. of modern 
standards of medica! education, 
and publicly stated that they 
‘would rather see fewer practi- 
tioners of modern medicine with 
high. ideals than a number o° 
inadequately trained men and 
women. In the second place, 
certain organisations uncoonect- 
ed with missionary work, bot 
keenly interested in the progress 
ot ‘China, also began to taka a 
share “in the work of medical 
education. AColl-geof Medicine, 
with which the well-known pames 
of Sir Patrick Manson aud Sir 
James Cantlie were connected, 
was founded in Hungkong as far 
back as 1887, and has now become 
the Medical Department of Hong- 
kong University. Prior to the 
war the Germans, aided by a large 
Government sobsidy, s'arted a 
well-staffed medical college in 
Sbanzhaiand Tsingtao. Asimitar 
institotion, with excellent equip- 
ment and under the -leadership 
of a large group of medical 
experts, bas been set up in 
Mukden by the Japanese. Final- 
ly, the Rockefeller Foundation 
of New York .sent out an in- 
fluentia!l commission to China in 
the year 1514, and as a» result of 
theie recommendations have 
established & new organization— 
the China Medical Board—for the 
purpose of developing medical 
education on the highes: possible 
standards in China. . 

It was in accordance with this 
view that one of the first things 
which the Council on Medical 
Education of the China Medical 
Missionary Association did was 
to recommend that in addition to 
the School at Peking, which the 
China Medical Board had taken 
over, and which it had decided to 
place on an knglish basis ( Eng- 
lish being used instead of Chinese 
as the mediom of instruction) the 
Board should also be asked tq 
assist in the development of at 
least ona.schoolin which teach- 
ing was given in the Chinese 
language. They -further recom- 
mended that the medical school 
best suited for such developre :t, 
was the one situated at Tsinan 
the capital of the province of 
Shantung. They subsequently 
urged that all missions in erested 
in the advance of medical 
education, throuzh the medium 
of Chinese, in the great 
Mandarin-speaking area of 
East and Central Caina (chat is 
to say,-apart from. MManchoria 
and Wes: China) should concen- 
trate theie forces in the d:vulop- 
ment and support of this school. 

This has been, ons of tne most 
remarkable instances of mission- 
ary co-operatio:’ get seen~ in 
China, for it brought no Jess than 
nine missionary ‘societies into 
association. It has had the very 
satisfactory result of enabling 
the School to .secore a large 
faculty, representing some of the 


‘leading universities and hospit- 


als in Great Britain and North 
America; of obtaining an expert 
staff for the teaching of the 
various subjects in ~ the 
eurricolom. --.. (ir oe) : 

The China Medical Board has 
already shown its interest in this 
now development by transferring 
tothe Tainan Schoo! three of the

This proved 
to be the signal for a vigorous pro- 
Habsburg campaign within and 
without Hungary, and it also led 
Czecho-Slovakia, Yugo-Slavia, 
and Romania to band themsalves 
together in the Little Entente—a 
pact subequently fortified by the 
Ttalo-Yugoslav understanding. 
This group mada-it clear thar the 
raturn of a Habsbarg to the 
Hungarian throne would. be 
regarded as a “caaus belli.” 

The pro-Habsburg campaign 
ontside -Hungary directed its 
efforts principally upon Paris, 
where much symapthy was evok-. 

for the scheme of a 
Danubian Confederation under 
the Habsburg dynasty, which 
would look to France instead of 
to Germany for its inspira- 
tion. Certain . sections of 
the Qual d'Orsay openty- es- 
poused the movement, arrange- 
weuts Were discussed under which 
Hungary would have become e 
“pocket boroveh” of France. 
plans for a revision of the Trianon 
Treaty were at least: discussed, 
and the Little Entente became 
the abject of considerable suspi- 
clon. 

Inside Hungary the agitators 
soon succeeded in forming a 
“Legitimist " group among the 
military classes, the Isuded pro- 
prictors. the large industialists, 
and, naturally eaough, the Catho- 
Ite Clergy but this in its turn, 
provoked a reaction among the 
smal! farroers, who styling thom- 
selves “Agrarian Automists,” 
pot forward a policy which 
called for the free elec- 
tion of a king as distinct from 
the adoption of a Habsburg by 
right of succession. It is the 
struggle between these two 
groups which has been the cause 
of the chromic serias of govern- 
mental crisis at Budapest. 
Hungars’s chances were regarded 
as most hopeful while Paris 
favoured the prospect; but when 
those tendencies gave place to 2 
broader political outlook on the 
Seine, the prospects of the 
Autonomists improved, and the 
Monarchists were hard ‘put to it 
to stave off the election of a king 
intil conditions became more 
favourable for. ‘tho Habsburg 
cause. 


SHADOW OF COMING EVENTS. 


Early bis year the Monarchist 


intriguers began to quicken the 
pace. Count Andrassyv formed’a 
new (Habsburg) party with the 
advertised intention of consolidat- 
ing the coutry in the spirit of 
Christianity, whataver.that may 
mean .in Hungary: Count 
Apponyi visited Prangins “to pay 
homage to his'crowned monarch”: 
Karl himself announced to the 
Magyar Archbishop Czernoch his 
intention to .visit Huogary in 
March; Regent Horthy declared 
that Karl had not ceased to be the 
Jegitimate King. of Hungary. It 
must also be.noted that. the 
Monarchists succeeded in establi- 
shing as District Commander of 
Budapest General Nagy, who isa 
leading figure in that very military 
party of which Colonel Lohar, 
Karl’s new Commander-in-Chief, 
isone af the shining lights. It 
would. seem. therefore, that the 
stage had been cerefully set for 
the ex-King eatry. 
DANGERS OF HABSRURG 
RESTORATION. 

Though. little objection can be 
taken to Karl's person, the re- 
appearance of a Habsburg on the

Magyara want him,” for 
the Autonomisia, who, control 
Parliament, are opposed. to his 
return, tha Social Democrats 
desire a more democratic regime. 
and CountTelekioficially assured 
Dr. Benes that there was no 
question of a Habsburg re- 
storation. Moreover, Karl is not 
endowed with the necessary atiri- 
bates of a “romantic adventurer ;” 
he possesses only the glamour of 
his dynasty, youth, ambition, ant 
the support of a Kmited 
aristocracy. Any biternal

A HOPELESS PROPOSITION. 

These two combirations will, of 
course, have none of it. The oft- 
teiterated decision of the Allies 
cannot be changed save by force 
majeure, and in this instance, 
since the military resources of 
the Littl Entente are at their 
disposal they are in a position to 
translate words into actions. The 
armies of Czecho-Stovakia, Yago-

Slovakia is nearer to Budapest 
than Steinamanger, and before 
the usurper could reach his 
capital by land the Yago-Slav 
monitors (ex-Austro-Hangarian 
warships) could enter it by river. 
Karl appears, therefore to be up 
against a somewhat hopeless pro- 
position, and the probabilities are 
that his. fleeting re-appearance 
upon the stage willapeed a Rap- 
Pier erding to the drama - of 
Central Europe.”

A pecaliar romance bangs 
round the doings of the sailing 
snips of other days which does 
not pertain to the modern steamer. 
The siza arfd speed of a crack 
ocean liner evoke but a modified 
interest compared with the love 
and admiration which seafaring 
folk and many landsiven enter. 
tained towards the great clipper 
vessels which stalked the waters 
inthe Victorian era. . 

These ships are now no more, 
but the memory of their goings 
and comings is well preserved in 
many places, notably in the Clyde 
and Aberdeen districts whence 
many of them originally cameand 
in places which gare birth to 
their no less famous skippers— 
fine man all. Ang echo of the 
good old days at sea is to these 
folk always walcome.

AMERICAN FLYERS. . 

Tt was the discovery af gold in 
Australia. and the consequent 
emigration that gave the greatest 
fillip to the building of the fine 
clippers of Clyde. Aberdean, 
Liverpool, and_London, and thair. 
speed and performances at once 
challenged the supremacy of tha 
famed . American’ Boston-built 
ships, such as the Sovereign af the 
Seas, Lightning, James Baines, 
and Donald. Mackay. “To com- 
‘pete with such vessels as these 
was a daring problem when it ia 
temembared that the James 
Baiges was quoted in her log on | 
one cecasion as “going 21 knots 
with main skysail 
the well-named 
uoder Captain Anthony Enright 
(who balieved) in cracking 
on with every sail set that his 
vessel could carry) put up the 
greatest 24-hour run aver made 
by a sailing ship—-456 nautical 
miles. . This extraordinary par- 
formance was made when cross- 
ing the Atlantic on her maiden’ 
voyage ant was nearly equalled 
with 430 miles when running her 
easting down bound out to Aus- 
tralia in i857. Red Jacket, too, 
contd show her heels to all our 
modern tramps with an average of 
326 miles in six consecutive dass” 
® performance beater 
only by the renowned Catty Sark 
with 2,133 miles in six days in the 
Roaring Forties, outward bound 
to Sydney. Aberdeen and the 
Clyde played a strong hand on 
the challenge. . . 

Walter Hood designed and built 
all the “green -clippers” “of 
Thompson’s White Star fleet 
(with the exception of never-to- 
be-forgotten Thermopylae.) No 
ships, itis said, ever 1resented a 
finer appearance than these little 
flyers— Phoenician, John Bunyan, 
Waker Hood, Ethiopian (68 days 
to Melbourne). and Jerusalem. 
The last named was generally 
‘considered the fastest of the fleet, 
next, of course, to Thermapylae. 
Dothio’s was another well-known 
Aberdeen yard, and fa inched 
some excellent vessels; Windsor 
Castle was probably the best of 
them, and under Captain Fernie 
did many excellent passages. 

The ultimate end of all these 
craft makes sad reading—" total 
loss,’ “wrecked ia 1870," “burned 
at sea,” and ‘foundered in the 
Atlantic” are cheerless epitaphs. 


IROS CLIPPERS OF THE CLYDE. 

The Clsde’s contribution to the 
international contest for supre- 
macy at sea came chiefly in the 
form of the iron clippers, and thus 
a biggerclass of ship, although it 
was from Liverpool that the first 
iron ship came, eppropriately 
named Ironsides. In 1853, Jobn 
Scott, «f Greenock, lanached the 
iron sailing ship Martabano for the 
well-known firm of Carmicheel. 
She was designed by Matthew 
Orr aod John Fergusan, the lat- 
ter of whom afterwards became a 
member of Barclay, Carle, &'Co., 
which firm later produced what 
are considered to have been ‘the 
mest perfect iron ships that 
ever sailed the seas, Loch Maree 
and the Lochs Torridon, Car- 
ron, and Broom, and the two 
Bens, Voirlich and Croaachan. 
Thomson, of Glasgow, built 
several other ships for the Loch 
Line bis beat being possibly Loch 
Garry. 

Liverpool and London too ad- 
ded their own competitors, and 
great was the ocean racing of 
these days. Fast passages meant 
high freights. Only the best of 
picked mariners were chosen to 
handle the clippers. Take, for 
Captain Bowling’s sea-

on the decks except the wheel. 
By midnight the seas were 
mountainous, and the squalls 
became fiercer and more frequent. 

Atoutéam.a big sea washed 
out thecarpenter’s quarters, and 
“Chips ’’ ander the impression 
that the ship was sioking by the 
bead, made the best of his way 
aft. But Cap'ain Bowliog and 
his officers were all below clear- 
ing up the wrecked cabin.

THE STATE AS MILCH-COW. 


Two reports wafted across the wires from Home 
apprise us of a crisis. We use the werd in no alarmist 
sense, grave as the situation is: what we refer to Is the 
fact that the authorities find theniselves compelled to 
acknowledge publicly that the time has arrived when a 
Yimit must be placed upon the commitments. of the State. 
_even though it means the abrogation of existing statutes. 
The Unemployment Insurance Act 3s to be amended so as 
to reduce allowances and increase eontributtons, and the 
‘Agriculture (Price of Wheat} Act passed last’ year is to be 
repealed after this season's harvest. [tis no uncommon 
thing for 2 measure to be rejected of the score of the cost 
being excessive; but we cannot readily call to mind’an 
instance in which the British Government has abrogated a 
measure actually on the Statute-Book on the ground that 
jt entails expenditure in excess of the State's resources. 
The conditions are, of course, exceptional, and, though it is 
practically inevitable that there wil] be an outburst of 
criticism, especially from Labour. the course adopted 
follows the dictates of prudence. : 

Only a few days ago it 


was reported that the 
unemployed totalled the ap alling figure of 2.250.000, in 
addition to which many workers are on short-time. Now. 
at 2is. per week for men and 15s. for women, with an 
allowance for children. it is easy te form an estimate of 
what the disbursements must amount to. One of the cables 
tohand vesterday morning vives more precise information, as 
awe are told that the Governinent has been paying unemploy- 
ment benefit to the tune of £2.000,000 weekly. This is at 
the rate of £104:0U0.U00 per annum, which is over 50 per 
’ cent. more than the entire Budyet for the last pre-war 
year. When the Act wes launched in 1011. the cost.to the 
country was, by comparison, the merest bagatelle’ The 
payments were originally 3d. weekly from employers, 4d. 
from male workers and 3d. from female workers, and 2d. 
from the State—in short, Mr. Lloyd George's fainous 
“ninepence for fourpence.” And the scheme worked 
swimmingly until a year or two ago. . The surplus 
built up by the Approved Societies was augmented 
doring the war—few needed ty draw unemployment 
pay then; and, despite the srapid pace vf demobhilisa- 
tion. the insurance fund was adequate to the strain 
of the earlier stages of the post-war period, fur the 
pent-up demand produced a trade boom, which con- 
tinved into the opening. months of last year. Then the 
slump appeared. aggravated by the coal strike in the 
autumn, and, with the renewal of the latter ou April 
1, came the deluge, transforming the situation. We do not 
now attempt the complicated task ‘uf apportioning blame: 
we are simply stating the facts. With the enormous 
numbers coming on the fund. and the increased allowances. 
also the cancellation of the two years’ qualifying period 
for the maximum benefit, the Government finds the ‘charge 
prohibitive, while the societies. though having a sinaller 
share of the burden.to shoulder, are declared to be 
insolvent. The workers’ contributions have remained 
stationary and the employers’ almost so. 
- "With respect to the Agriculture Act, which excited 
considerable - opposition during its passage through 
Parliament on account of its alleged Protective tendency, 
it may be doubted whether this would have entailed apy 
large liability at present, seeing that the market, although 
it has fallen from peak prices, seems likely to continue for 
some time to realise the guarantee figure. The repeal of 
the measure is, one surmises, a provision against contin- 
gencies. While the pricé continues to reach the guarantee 
mark, the question of the agricultural labourer’s stendard 
wage, to secure which was one of the purposes of the Act, 
will not, apparently, arise. If the price does fell below 
the standard, it isto be feared that there: may be more 
Labour difficulties, though, remembering, wheat prices in 
late years. one would je gethat farmers are in a position 
to act with some liberality.

THE PRICE OF BOOKS. . 

“Books “are dear, like other 
things,” states a Hterary critic in 
a Home journal, implying that 
prices have ascended on a similar 
soale to ‘that prevailing in 
the case ofthe majority of articles. 
This, I think, doas not present 
the position carrectly. In the 
case of a new copyright, the cost 
ofa book in pre-war times was 
high to the man of a small purse, 
cheap as it was when all that has 
gone to the production of the 
work is remembered.” Just con- 
sider the activities af author, 
printer, boakbinder, and publisher, 
and add the cost of paper. ‘The 
ratio of increase in prica has been 
moderate. Novels formerly 
published st 6s. have lattorly been 
published at- prices ranging 
up to but selcom, I think, beyond 
9s. so that the maximum rise 
may ba put at 50 percent. This 
js small when compared with the 
advancea in other directions. 

In regard to reprints, the pro- 
portion of increase bas been moch 
jarger, but then there can have 
been few things that offered such 
a margin for increase of price. 
A bookcase in London (which I 
felt reluctantly compelled to leave 
behind me) contains this little 
series: “Reflections on tke 
“Life of 
“Past and Present,” 

and = Lilies,” and 
“Eothen.” There you have 
history, biography, social 
phitesophy, ethics, and travel 
For this collection of the united 
genuis of Barke, Southey, Carlyle 
‘Ruskin, and Kinglake what do 
you think I paid? Brand 
‘new, mark you, tastefully, 
nay beautifully, bound in strons, 
neat cloth, with artistic lettering, 
and clearts printed on very fair 
(what in these days would be 
consid-red very good) paper. 
They have stood a dozen years’ 
year, and look almost as op the 
day IL purchased them. The 
total cost was half-a-crown!

6d. the ratio of in- 
crease has been swaller. In 
either case, are not the volumes 
still cheap, absurdly cheap? If 
it’ were certain that the works 
wore always treasured, one would 
be delighted’ ta see them on 
gale at sixpence, or at a 
penng., As it is there is a 
tisk that, .with sach books 
obtainable for the cost of a small 
packet of cigarettes, indifferent 
purchasers would be found using 
the masterpieces of literature to 
stuff up holes, as Tommy was 
wont to use surplus tins of bully- 
beef for plastering cracks in his 
dug-out. With bread at a higher 
price than was charged during 
the Hungry Forties, I can under- 
stand the cry of dear food; the 
complaint of “dear books” does 
not stand in the same category. 
All the same, it is gratifying to 
bear tbat the situation is 
gradually easing.
